The Southern Pacific officials announce 
that at the present time the overland 
freight shipments from the East to this 
coast over their line surpass anything in 
the records of the company. In addition 
to the three regular overland freights 
from New Orleans to San Francisco, four 
extras known as “ steamer specials” come 
in daily, and about one-third of the en­ 
tire ireight is deposited at this point. 
The goods carried, mostly merchandise, 
are sent chiefly from New York and the 
Southern Pacific’s steamship line be­ 
tween that place and New Orleans is 
proving insufficient to cope with the 
enormous traffic offered. Anew boat with 
a gross tonnage of 3,531 tons is being 
built for the company by Cramp A Sons, 
of Philadelphia, and will be turned out as 
speedily as possible. It is stated here that 
i f one more extra train had to be Bent 
through it could not be handled at this 
mid owing to the lack of motive power. 
The eighty new engineB ordered some 
time ago are, however, being shipped in 
as rapidly as possible. 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC.

The Southern Pacific Company has 
forwarded to the State Board of Railroad 
Commissioners a complete report of the 
condition and the affairs of its California 
lines during 1887. The company is de­ 
clared to own no railroad in California, 
though it leases eighteen lines in this 
State. It owns no locomotives and only 
34 passenger, six baggage and 1,773 
freight cars, together with two parlor 
cars, ten cabooses, and a three-fourths 
interest in 21 sleeping cars. The num­ 
ber of persons employed on the Pacific 
system and the Northern division in Cal­ 
ifornia, including officers, is 12,845. The 
average monthly pay of employees, other 
than officers is $55.46 a month ; average 
monthly pay of locomotive engineers, 
$133 83; 
passenger conductors, $110; 
freight conductors,$00; baggage-masters, 
$70; brakemen, flagmen and switchmen, 
$72.52; section men, $39.15; mechanics 
in shops, $71.85; laborers, $52.92. 
On 
the Pacific system there were 71 persons 
killed and 437 injured during the year,and 
on the Northern division there were six 
killed and 31 injured. Of the total num­ 
ber killed on both systems eight were 
passengers, 48 employees, and 97 are 
described as “ others.” 
The company 
claims that only seven persons were 
killed and 101 injured from causes be­ 
yond their control, while 70 were killed 
and 367 injured from their own miscon­ 
duct and carelessness.

The Central Pacific also made a state­ 
ment showing its poseessions to be as 
follows: Locomotives, 242, of which the 
average weight is 83,000 pounds and the 
maximum 153,140 pounds; passenger 
cars, 272; mail and baggage cars, 70; 
freight cars, 2,572; platform cars, 1,863; 
other cars, 255, and snow-plows, 10. 
Ihere are in use on the passenger trains 
of the company 349 air-brakes, and on 
freight trains 4,437, all of the Westing- 
house pattern.

Their foreman, 
W. S. Gilbert, is a mechanic of the high­ 
est order and every piece of work is care­ 
fully scrutinized by him before it is 


The scenery was painted by Forest 
Seabury and Ed. Duran, of San Fran­ 
cisco. The drop curtain is reported to be 
one of the finest in the United States, 
and was described in the Union about 
the time of its completion. It is a Moor­ 
ish scene—an inner court, representing 
dancing girls and musicians; handsome 
architecture and a rare effect of light and 
shade. Nothing surpassing it in beauty 
is in existence in America. 
The plastering has just been complet­ 
ed and the artists who will do the deco­ 
rating commenced work yesterday.

In come cases 
these incustrations accum ulate to such an ex­ 
ten t as to form a regular nlu g iu th e nose, 
which obstructs breathing an d produces serious 
discom fort. Ho firm ly do the?e incrustations 
adhere to th ep o in : of attachm ent th at their re­ 
moval usually requires the most violent efforts; 
not nnfrequently they have to be torn from the 
m em brane. Occasionally a solid east of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on which there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, but in some ca.'-es the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, b.dng of exact 
shape of th e na>al cavity. This condltiou is in ­ 
dicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e m ay de - 
troy th e bony structure of th e nose and produ e 
a subsequent flattening of th at organ.

The Trades Unions Desire a 
Section Inserted. 


SALARY 
OF 
TH E 
COUNCILMEN. 


The C h arter a s A dopted Now Before 
th e C om m ittee on R evision to 
Be F inished. 


The Board of Freeholders met yestei 
day, Mr. Brown in the chair, and Messrs. 
Maeltay, Mansfield, Bonebrake, Scott 
Moore, Baldwin, Day, W orkman and 
Kurtz present. 
The Chairman of the Committee on 
Claims and Demands presented a report 
after which Major Bonebrake, General 
Mansfield and Mayor Workman were 
added to the Committee on Revision. 
Mr. Dodge appeared on behalf of the 
workingmen, who desired some provision 
inserted in the charter. 
The workmen 
had resolved to have a just taxation and 
a careful expenditure of the city funds. 
H e then read the following petition: 
We the undersigned citizens of Los An­ 
geles, California, seeing a necessity for 
some action to prevent corruption and 
fraud in our city government, do respect­ 
fully request th at the following principles 
be embodied in the provisions of the 
proposed new charter, to w it: 
First—That as a Btatute of the State 
of California has made eight hours a 
legal days work on all public work In this 
State, we dem and that the said eight- 
hour law be enforced in all public works 
in this city. 
Second—That as the contract system 
is a prolific source of corruption, by 
which the city is defrauded of large sums 
of money in the j>erformanceof dishonest 
work, we request t^iat letting of contracts 
by the City Council bo forbidden, and 
th at all public works in this city be done 
in the future by day’s work, and that the 
laborers employed on such public works 
be 
paid 
in 
cash 
on 
Saturday 
of 
each 
week 
for 
thoir week’s 
work, and not in scrip as heretofore, to 
be shaved or discounted. 
Third—That as taxation of personal 
property is unjust, an unmerited burden 
on labor, discouraging to industry, an in­ 
sult to common sense, a cause of dis­ 
honesty, it giving a premium on per­ 
jury and as a fair assessm ent is an 
impossibilty, and as land values are cre­ 
ated 
by 
community, 
they 
are 
therefore 
the 
only 
property 
of 
all 
people 
collectively, which* can 
be jm tly taken for public revenue, we 
request that all personal property be ex­ 
em pt from taxation and a single tax 
on land values be levied, the assessments 
to be made at full selling prices. 
Fourth—That as water, light, street 
railway aud other franchises belonging 
to the city should not be granted to com­ 
panies or corporations without compen­ 
sation, we request that in the future the 
City Council be requested to sell such 
franchises to the highest bidders, or to 
lim it the profits of Buch corporations to 
not more than 8 per cent, upon the 
am ounts actually invested by them , and 
th a t all net gains above such limitation 
be paid into the city treasury as a public 
revenue, and th at the books of such com­ 
panies or corporations be subject at all 
tim es to inspection by proper officials. 
Fifth—That the false economy of some, 
cause the erection of buildings in this 
city that are unsafe, the best interest of 
the people dem ands that the Inspector of 
Buildings shall bo a practical, thorough 
mechanic and builder. 
Sixth—That in view of the imperfect 
and unsanitary m anner in which the 
plum bing and drainage of buildings is 
now being done in this city, we ask that 
provision be m ade for sanitary laws in 
this city and and a Plumbing and Sani­ 
tary Inspector bo appointed who shall 
be a practical pluniber of experience 
qualified to fill the position, acting under 
and by appointm ent of the Board of 
H ealth. 
Seventh—That as the employment of 
an armed force by individuals, firms or 
corporations, other than the 
regular 
authorized polico force is unrepublican, 
a menace to public order and 
en­ 
dangers 
the 
lives of 
worthy citi­ 
zens 
by 
giving 
undue 
power 
to 
irresponsible 
persons, 
we 
request 
th at individuals, firms and corporations 
be forbidden the employment of such pri­ 
vate police in this city. 
Eighth—That, as saloons, gambling 
houses and houses of ill fame are a det­ 
rim ent, a scandal and a curse to our city, 
we ask th a t the owners of houses rented 
for such disreputable purposes be made 
jointly responsible for all losses or dam ­ 
age to persons who patronize such places, 
recoverable by an action at law. 
Believing that the adoption of the 
above principles will promote the gen­ 
eral good by their em bodiment in the 
provisions of the new charter, we, the 
representatives of the Trades Unions, 
labor organizations and the Trades Coun­ 
cil of Los Angelos, most respectfully sub­ 
m it the same for your wise considera­ 
tion. 
General Mansfield moved th at the com­ 
munication be received and placed on 
file, to be taken up when the subjects to 
which it refers are reached. 
Mr. Book moved to amend so as to re­ 
fer it to General Mansfield and Mr. 
Brown to report as to how m uch of the 
communication related to Charter pro­ 
visions, and how much could *be covered 
by ordinance. Carried. 
The report of the Committee upon 
Claims and Demands was then read and 
adopted. 
General Mansfield moved th at the 
office of City Scaler of Weights and 
Measures be created, such office to be 
filled by the Council. Carried. 
Mr. Day said th at he had observed 
th at no provision had been made for 
Park Commissioners. 
General Mansfield moved that the Re­ 
vision Committee be empowered to insert 
provisions in the Charter relating to this 
matter. 
A section setting aside the parks as 
public property for pleasure purposes for 
all time, and prohibiting their use for 
anything else, was read and adopted. 
The question of the pay of Coucilmeu 
was brought up by Mr. Scott who thought 
that $1,800 per year would make a Coun­ 
cil composed of ward strikers and not tax­ 
payers. Tax-payers did not need a sala­ 
ry to induce them to run for the position. 
Messrs. Day, Book, Mansfield and Dr. 
Kurtz thought th at $150 per m outh was 
not too much. 
General Mansfield held that if men 
served without salary they would 
get 
Dr. Kurtz said that three-fourths of the 
*'boodle.” 
_ 
Councilmen in the past had obtained 
“ boodle” and if they were not paid a 
salary they would get even some way. 
Mr. Book said that a business m an 
could not afford to take the position for 
nothing. A Councilmen to pay the at­ 
tention needed to the city affairs must 
occupy from three to five days each 
week and he should be paid for his 
time. 
Dr. Kurtz moved that Councilmen fur­ 
nish bonds in $10,000. 


Mayor W orkman favored the paym ent 
of $150 per m onth and the requirement 
that bonds be furnished. 
The motion was lost by a vote of five 
to four. 
Adjourned to the call of the C hair, the 
Revisory Committee to m eet when the 
printer lias published the charter as 
adopted by the Board.

The railroad companiea are all making 
the most elaborate preparations idt what 
they know will be demanded of them. 
Do not forget that the end of the great 
decade of the wonderful “ boom” will 
eclipse all the years that have pre­ 
ceded it. 


T he F u tu re Secure. 
Not in ten years has the outlook for 
taking a long stride ahead been so bright 
in Los Angeles city and county, and in 
the whole area of the Semi-Tropics, as it 
is to-day. This applies to all branches 
of growth and development. Until now 
our future has been to some extent prob­ 
lematic, and our industries have bee» 
in a large degree tentative. There were 
b o many people who were loud in their 
expression of the opinion that we had 
few elements of real growth, of perma­ 
nent progress and of remunerative devel­ 
opment in this section, that their outgiv­ 
ings had more or less influence upon 
all. Now these faint-hearted, doubting 
Thomases find 
their occupation gone, 
and gone forever. There is no longer a 
Bane man who can be found to play in 
the role of a Jeremiah touching our 
section or this city which stands as the 
trae exponent of all its marvelou3 at­ 
tractions and elements of permanent 
prosperity. 
Were a prophet of Buch 
type to start up amongst us, his wailings 
■would 
be 
utterly 
disregarded. For 
nearly 
all 
the 
industries 
which our continued growth depend 
have 
got beyond their experimental 
stage. Moreover we have learned to 
nicety just where to carry on each of 
our varied industries. 
Oranges, lemons and limes stand easily 
at the head of the list of enterprises for 
which in the entire area of the American 
Union, the region around Los Angeles 
must always be noted. For a century 
these trees have been successfully raised 
here, and for fifty years their fruits 
have been 
sent to 
market 
and 
their 
profits 
returned 
to 
the 
growers in a very plethoric measure. 
Intim es past $1,800 per acre has not 
been thought a wond< r ul result from the 
marketing of the oranges from an acre of 
ground. To-day the man who has a five 
acre patch of oranges of the proper sort 
and in the right place, and takes care of 
them, may confidently expect to pocket 
$2,500 as the net profit from his trees. It 
is moat highly probable that in fifty years 
there will not be any diminution of this 
net result. 
Grapes 
for 
wine, 
for 
ship­ 
ment to the east in their natural form or 
lor caring into raisins or currants come 
next to the citrus family of fruits. The 
culture of the vine for these uses is 
smother industry about whose perma 
nency and profit there is no longer any 
place for question. The matter is settled 
and settled moat emphatically in our 
iavor. The man who owns a vineyard 
may look for all time to come to reap 
a 
profit 
of 
from 
$100 
to 
$500 
per acre net profit. The amount depends 
on where his vines are planted, what sort 
they are, how he cares for them and 
what use he makes of the crop. If they 
are the commonest wine sorts and he sells 
them to the wineries he will get the low­ 
est price. If they are the best raisin 
Borts and he cures them himself he may 
confidently hope to bank the highest 
amount named. 
There are a great many other sorts of 
fruits whose most successful culture in 
this section is a matter practically and 
emphatically settled in our favor. The 
profits to be derived from nuts, olives, 
the deciduous fruits of all sorts and from 
small fruits or berries, are nearly as 
astonishing as those from the more am­ 
bitious ventures of the orange grower or 
vigneron. And when we descend to such 
prosaic and plebeian pursuits as those of 
haymaking, grain growing and vege­ 
table raising, still the Semi-Tropics stand 
far ahead of any otter region of the earth. 
From alfalfa patches our farmers crop 
$50 worth of hay a year. They grow crops 
of potatoes and crops of com off the same 
land during the same year. 
The entire country must become to a 
large extent dependent upon this section 
far fruits, wines, grapes, nuts, olives, oil 
and for fresh vegetables. Already we ship 
two thousand cars of oranges, many thou­ 
sands of cars of other fruit, a marvelous 
amount of wine, potatoes, cabbage, peas, 
beans and all sorts of fruits and vegeta­ 
bles to the East. 
With each year this 


R e p u b lic a n s raise a great cry about 
taking one and one-half a cent a pound 
duty off raisins ruining that industry. 
The H e r a l d has often pointed out how 
untrue, unfair and unwise such a sense­ 
less howl is. We are glad to have the 
figures of one of our largest raisin growers 
and a Republican to verify our assertion. 
Less than one year ago R. B. Blowers 
wrote the following, which was pub­ 
lished in a pamphlet descriptive of Yolo 
county in 1887: 
I have made 250 boxes of raisins from 
one acre of vines, worth from $2 to $2.50 
per box. Of shipping grapes the yield 
will average ten tons to the acre, and 
four tons per acre of wine grapes. Table 
grapes bring $40 per ton; wine grapes 
from $20 to $30 per ton. 
For shipping I 
use the Emperor, which yields as high 
as fourteen tons per acre. Preparing 
the ground is but a trifling cost—probably 
$5 per acre. I estimate the first co9t of 
plauting a vineyard all the way from $20 
to $40 per acre, including the first year’s 
cultivation, irrigation and rooted vines. 
A vineyard, if handled with judgment, 
ought to come into bearing in three 
years. 
I have a small patch of six acres of 
seedless Sultanas. I got from these vines 
five tons per acre for the third year, ten 
tons for the fourth year, twelve tons for 
the fifth year, and seventeen tons for the 
sixth year. 1 think I can safely say that 
the profit on the better class of raisins is 
at least $100 per acre. I have a neighbor 
who has made as high as $1,100 clear 
profit from five acres, and hired all his 
work done. I can state approximately 
that I believe there are 
about 100,000 
acres 
of 
grapes 
at the 
present 
time planted in California, but not 
that many acres in bearing—nearly 
half 
is 
in 
new 
vines. 
The 
greatest success, so far as I have knowl­ 
edge, must be credited to small vine­ 
yards, well cared for, as against large 
vineyards, i think this is the universal 
judgment of vineyardists generally. We 
cannot expect to find any Boil in the 
world to yield well, year after year, with­ 
out fertilizing. The seedless Sultana has 
yielded me fourteen tons to the acre, 
taking the four crops grown on the third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth years from plant­ 
ing, as before stated, but it would be pre­ 
posterous to expect to keep that yield uo 
without fertilizing the soil. If the soil is 
properly fertilized the vines will bear a 
hundred years. 


P a r n e l l , the great leader of the Irish 
Homerule party, stood on the white 
heights of a great moral eminence, and 
stood there the winner of a great moral 
victory in the House of Commons of the 
Kingdom of Great Britain, on Monday, 
when he challenged the Tory Government 
to reply to his demand that he be tried 
alone.

It is it 
order to drag in all Buch episodes where 
such counsels have prevailed that the 
Tory Government wishes to couple Par­ 
nell and the League in one trial. That 
attempt is a complete confession on the 
part of the Government and of the un 
scrupulous Times that the case against 
Parnell is not one of judicial prosecution, 
but one of malicious political persecu­ 
tion. Parnell is already victor, and it 
is only a question of time when his 
righteous cause also will triumph over 
English tyranny forever. 


G e rm a n y ’s young Emperor seems to 
inherit more of the solid qualities of his 
race then most of us gave him credit for 
possessing.

SENATORIAL 
SHIPBUILDERS. 


Republican Senators nt Sea as to 
Their Tariff Bill—Alien 
Land Law. 


I Associated Tress Dispatches to the H erald.] 


W a s h in g to n , July 24.—The Senate 
proceeded to a consideration of the Naval 
Appropriation bill. The most ;mportant 
amendment reported was to add an item 
for the construction of three steel cruis­ 
ers, two of them of about 3,000 tons, at a 
cost not exceeding $1,000,000 each, ex­ 
clusive of armament, and one of about 
5,300 tons, at a cost of not more than 
$1,800,000; also three gunboats or cruis­ 
ers, neither of which shall exceed 1,700 
tons displacement, nor $500,000 in cost, 
including any premium that may be paid 
for increased speed, and excluding the 
cost of armament; tho six vessels to be 
built either wholly of steel or with steel 
frameB. 
The amendment also has 
clause to strike out the item about one 
armored cruiser of about 7,500 tons dis­ 
placement, to eost not more than three 
and a half million dollars, and also to 
strike out the provision that at least one 
of the vessels shall be built in tho United 
States navy yard, and that the ot her may 
be built at any navy yard, if the Secre­ 
tary of tho Navy cannot make reasonable 
contracts for their construction. 
Gray moved to amend the amendment 
by striking out the words “ 1,700 tons” 
and inserting “2,000 tons,” and increas­ 
ing the cost from $500,000 to $700,000 
each. 
Stewart moved to amend the House 
clause, proposed to lie struck out, by 
providing for twe armored vessels of 
15,000 tons each, at a cost of $20,000,000. 
Rejected; yeas 0, nays 41, the affirma­ 
tive votes being those of Senators Butler, 
Cameron, 
Evarts, Gibson, Hampton, 
Mitchell, Platr, 
Stewart, and Stock- 
bridge. 
The question was then taken on strik­ 
ing out the House provision for one 7,500- 
ton armored cruiser, and it was struck 
out; yeas 37, nays 11. 
The amendment offered by Gray, lim­ 
iting the tonnage of three gunboats or 
cruisers to 2,000 tons and the co3t of 
each to $700,000 was agreed to. 
The last amendment was the insertion 
of the item of $275,000 for the construc­ 
tion aud armament of one steel practice 
vessel of 800 tons for the use of the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. 
It was 
agreed to, and the bid was reported back 
by the Committee of the Whole to the 
Senate without disposing of it. The bill 
went over till to-morrow. 


RELATIONS WITH CANADA. 
Iloar offered a resolution, which was 
referred to the Committee on Contingent 
Expenses, for the appointment of a com­ 
mittee oi seven Senator!» to inquire into 
and report upon the relations of business 
and commerce between the United States 
and Canada ; the eflect on the commerce 
carrying trade of the United States, of 
the Canadian system of railways aud 
canals; tho prospect of the displacement 
of any American industries by Canadian 
industries; the number and amount of 
claims against Great Britain hy reason 
of treaty obligation, and with power to 
take testimony in any par-, of tho United 
States. Adjourned. 


BISECT TAX REFUND. 
Senator Sherman from the Finance 
Committee to-day reported favorably the 
amendment 
proposed 
by 
Senator 
Spooner, to the Sundry Civil bill, pro­ 
viding for refunding the direct tax, paid 
by the several States and Territories, 
under the act of October 5th, 1801, and 
for the remission of all moneys still due 
the United States on account of this tax. 
This amendment is substantially identi­ 
cal with the bill for refunding the direct 
tax, which caused a prolonged dead-lock 
in the House. 
MEETING OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
There was a full meeting of the Senate 
Finance Committee this morning, andan 
hour was devoted to an informal discus­ 
sion of the line of action in regard to tho 
tariff. 
Nothing was determined, but at 
tho time of adjournment there was an 
understanding that the Republican ma 
jority of the committee would get to­ 
gether and see if an agreement could be 
reached in respect to a measure to be 
submitted as a substitute for tho Mills 
bill. If successful in this the measure is 
likely to be laid before the Republican 
caucus, and when shaped to meet with 
any conflicting views which may be de­ 
veloped there it will be laid before the 
Democrats of the Finance Committee, 
and by them before the 1 >emocratic cau­ 
cus for the consideration of a line of pol 
icy on their part. With so many 


ELEMENTS OF UNCERTAINTY. 
No one feels like venturing a guess as 
to the kind of measure, if any, which 
may be submitted, or the length of the 
session. But it is expected that the 
firesent week will determine pretty clear­ 
y the course of future events. 
The Republican members of the Com­ 
mittee remained in conference nearly an 
hour after their Democratic colleagues 
withdrew. During the afternoon there 
were 
frequent 
private 
conferences 
with other Republican Senators and with 
Republican members of the House. Asa 
result the opinion gained headway that 
tho sub committee will continue its in­ 
quiry during recess. Should the Repub 
licans adopt this course, a final adjourn­ 
ment of Congress may be expected with­ 
in three weeks. 


THE REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME. 
Among the propositions which have 
been suggested as positively to be consid­ 
ered by the Republican Senators is that 
to ring in a resolution instructing the 
tariff sub-committee to continue hearings 
and study of the subject during recess, 
by hearing representatives of the indus­ 
tries of agriculture and labor, and to 
frame a bill which shall be based upon 
strict protection principles, to be reported 
to the Senate on the first day of next ses­ 
sion. The proposition contemplates fix­ 
ing in the resolution the minimum reduc­ 
tion of revenue which the Committee 
shall aim to secure, as w’ell as making 
the measure a special order with exclu­ 
sive right of way until it shall be per­ 
fected and passed by the Senate.

claims in tie Territories which mav be 
acquired or held under the mineral íaws I 


of the United States, or any mills or 
other improvements thereon. 
The Committee has added an amend­ 
ment to the till providing that the act 
shall not be construed so as to authorize 
the acquisition or holding of any coal or 
iron lands in any of the Territories of the 
United States by any alien or foreigner. 
After a brief debate on the Oklahoma 
bill, the Committee arose and the house 
took a recess until evening. 
At the evening session the House 
passed the following bills. 
For the sale 
of the Fort Wallace reservation ; granting 
the use of certain property to the city of 
Tacoma, W. T., for a public park; for the 
protection of purchasers of railroad lands 
in tho so-called “Triangle’,’ southwest of 
Denver. 
NIGGARDLY COMPENSATION TO WITNESSES. 
The Attorney-General has transmitted 
ti the House a communication from the 
Acting Commissioner of the Land Office, 
calling attention to the gieat injustice of 
compelling witnesses to appear and tes­ 
tify in the United States courts in Terri­ 
tories at the present insufficient rate of 
compensation 
of $1.50 per day and 
five 
cents 
per 
mile. 
He 
says 
upon 
some 
routes 
of 
travel 
witnesses are compelled to pay at the 
rate of 10 cents per mile, each way, for 
transportation and from $1 to $1.50 per 
day more for subsistence, than the legal 
allowances for such purpose. The effect 
is highly prejudicial to the interests of 
the Uni’ed States in the investigation of 
fraudulent transactions in public lands 
and depredations on public timber, as it 
is impossible to induce persons to admit 
that they have any knowledge of fraudu­ 
lent actions when it will result in loss of 
time and money to themselves.

THE NEWSPAPERS OF AMERICA. 


B(>u H arrison Does the H andshaking 
Act—Row in a Colored 
Convention.

M ilw a u k e e , 
July 
24.—Charles 
A. 
Dana, editor of the Now York Sun, de­ 
livered an address this evening to the 
Wisconsin Editorial 
Association. The 
peaker said he began newspaper work 
on a weekly literary paper, which meant 
that it was issued once every week. 
[Laughter]. In modern newspapers the 
mechanical and intellectual departments 
joined to produce the daily papers of to­ 
day. make them one of the wonders of the 
world, lie paid a tribute to reporters. A 
good word was also put in for editorial 
writers and correspondents, the latter of 
whom covered the earth in their search 
for facts. 
The modern paper is possibly 
only in thickly settled civilization, which 
demands it. It is a mark of high intel­ 
lectual development that a country de­ 
mands such a publication. 
AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS AHEAD. 
As compared with Europe, America 
was far in advance. In the whole of the 
British Islands the e were not more than 
half a dozen papers which would com­ 
pare with those of this country. An at­ 
mosphere of freedom was essential to the 
production of great 
newspapers. 
A 
distinction should be made between the 
American and European definitions of 
freedom. 
In France the daily paper 
would have one well written essay, but 
the remainder of the sheet would be 
filled with matter which in America 
would be considered immaterial. The 
first think looked for was news, and by 
that the speaker meant anything which 
would interest tho people. In this con­ 
nection he sakl whatever Divine provid­ 
ence permitted to occur he was not too 
proud to report. 
A NEWSPAPER EDUCATION. 
So important was the functions of the 
newspaper that colleges were establish­ 
ing classes for instruction in journalism. 
Notwithstanding this, Dana had heard 
an old newspaper editor say such classes 
were useless, because the only place to 
learn the business was in a newspaper 
office. A remarkable thing about the ed­ 
ucation of newspaper men was that it 
should 
be 
universal. 
There 
was 
uo 
chance 
for au 
iguoramus 
in 
that profession. 
The newspaper man 
must know whether the theology of a 
preacher is sound, and whether the logic 
of a lawyer is good for anything. If pos­ 
sible he should be sent to college, but 
what was more important he should be 
sent to the school of practical life. The 
Rpeaker didn’t think a college course in 
journalism of much value. There were 
no set maxims aud rules for journalists. 
The doctor and lawyer might have rules, 
but there were very few rules that could 
be usod by newspaper men. 
A FEW GENERAL RULES. 
Mr. Dana, however, submitted the fol­ 
lowing : 
First—Get the news and get all the 
news nud nothing but tho news. 
Second—Copy nothing from other pub­ 
lications without perfect credit. 
Third—Never print an interview with­ 
out the knowledge and consent of the 
party interviewed. 
Fourth—Never print a paid advertise­ 
ment to’kppear as not an advertisement; 
no sailing under false colors. 
Fifth—Never attack the weak, the de­ 
fenseless, either by argument, by invec­ 
tive, or by ridicule, unless there is some 
absolute public necessity for so doing. 
Sixth—Fight for (your opinions, but 
don’t believe they contain the whole 
truth or only the truth. 
Seventh—Support your party if you 
have one, but don’t think all the good 
men are in it and all the bad oneB out­ 
side of it. 
Eighth—Above all. know and believe 
that humanity is advancing and that 
there is progress iu human life and hu­ 
man affairs, and that as sure as God 
lives the future will be greater than the 
present or past. 
POWER OF THE PRESS. 
Continuing, Mr. Dana spoke of the 
power of the press, by which he meant 
its power of speaking the sentiment of 
tho people, the voice of justice, the aspir­ 
ation of wisdom, the determination of 
patriotism and the hope of the whole peo­ 
ple, and the great influence thereby wield - 
ed.There is,lie said .another function of the 
press which is perhaps even more import­ 
ant. In this free country our Constitu­ 
tion puts into the hands of the Executive 
Officers of the Government immense 
authority. 
Suppose a time should come 
that there should be in the post of the 
President a man who has gained such 
influence over the hearts of the people 
that they would become deaf to the sug­ 
gestions of wisdom and give to his 
ambition free sway and an open field. 
The executive power is in his hands; 
the 
army follows and obeys 
him. 
Where then is the safeguard of public 
liberty against his ambition? It is in 
the press; it is in the free press, and 
when every other bulwark is gone the 
free press will remain to preserve the 
liberties which we shall hand down to 
our children and to maintain the Repub­ 
lic in all its glory.

R ep letion . 
C h ic a g o, July 24.—Adolph Sprockets, 
son of Claus Sprockets, the sugar refiner, 
left here last night en route from San 
Francisco for Philadelphia, where he 
will live permanently aud take charge of 
the great refinery which his father is 
building there. Young Spreckles. in an 
interview jijpt before leaving, acknow­ 
ledged that the Spreckels’ warfare 
against the Sugar Trust had not yet 
gained anything for the public, though 
Spreckels had profited enormously. 
When asked when the gain to the pub­ 
lic would begin, young Spreckels replied: 
When our Philadelphia refinery opens 
next June. For our part the warfare has 
been confined to the Pacific Coast. We 
have not yet been able to extend it, and 
the price of sugar on the Pacific Coast 
is governed by the price of sugar at New 
York; hence the Trust, having advanced 
the price all over the world, we in San 
Francisco, having had large stocks on 
hand, have profited. 
It was explained that the opening 
of the Philadelphia refinery will shift the 
base of operations against the Sugar 
Trust from San Francisco to the Fast, 
from which it can permeate the country. 
“ Philadelphia,” he said, “is the only 
place from which the Trust can be prop­ 
erly fought.” 
“ Why ?” 
“ Its facilities as a seaport are un­ 
equalled.” 
“ Better than those of New York?” 
‘‘Infinitely ; for the purpose of distribu­ 
tion there is no place like it. We are 
building this refinery near the old navy 
yard on the banks of the Delaware. We 
expect to have it completed iu June. 
Then we shall fight the Trust from a posi­ 
tion of equality.” 
“ Labor conditions,” he said, “are bet­ 
ter in Philadelphia than elsewhere. The 
men live in their own cottages. They 
have given hostages to fortune. They 
are not irresponsible, like many work­ 
ingmen, and we believe that with healthy 
conditions of labor we can make a profit 
out of what is cost prices with the Trust.” 
“ Why is that?” 
“ Because the trust is made up of old 
antiquated concerns — concerns which 
would have been in bankruptcy long ago 
but for artificial support.”

THE RICHMOND SYSTEM, 
Tlic Fire A larm H ell K ept (¿oliig 
for Several H our». 
The fire alarm began ringing yester 
day alternoon about two o’clock and 
kept it up steadily for several hours. 
The small boys of the town rushed wild­ 
ly about the streets for a time, hunting 
for the fire. As one box after another 
was sounded, they concluded that it was 
some sort of a belated April fool joke 
and gave up the quest. The bell ringing 
was the result of a public test to which 
the Richmond alarm system was subject­ 
ed. For several weeks past the old sys­ 
tem of fire telegraph has been in process 
of change. The work was completed 
yesterday and turned over to the authori­ 
ties. The test was made in the presence 
of Chief Moriarty, of the Fire Depart­ 
ment, Mayor Workman and several 
members of the City Council. The old 
arrangement was with an open circuit; 
the new is the Richmond closed circuit 
system.
